PAINTER HAS A FALL. 


London. Dec. 6.—A budget of news 


from Ladysmith, which arrived to- 


day, 
brings the history of the be- 


leagured garrison up to November 
29. 
In spite of the rumors of a re- 


trogade movement upon the part of 
the Boers, the stories just received 
show that the garrison, although 
still strong, was suffering from con- 
finement, restricted diet and the in- 
creasing volume of the Boer artillery 
fire, especially that of additional 
heavy-calibre guns placed in position 
5,000 yards from the western de- 
fences. 


The dispatches relate that the Boers 


had discovered the most vulnerable 
points of the garrison and that 
shelling was becoming disagreeably 
effective. 
The rations had been re- 


duced and there was a great deal of 
sickness. 
Nevertheless, the troops 


of the garrison were in every way 
nrepared to meet the assault, whicL j ^ 
it was anticipated the Boers would 
carry out in a final effort to reduce 
the city. 


The belief was current in Lady- 


smith that the Boers were preparing 
for a retrograde movement after an- 
other attack. 
Several 
bodies of 


intelligence that Itafeking was safe 
on November 20th, it admitted that 
the investment there was closer than 
ever before. This is confirmed by the 
Pall M«ll Gazette's correspondent, 
but Renter's dispatches one day later 
show that the Boers are using new 
shells filled with a high explosive 
from a ten-ton gun, and that the situ- 
ation is serious. 


From Natal the only press dis- 


patches which came through yester- 
day were forecasts of the terrible 
battle impending on the Tugela river. 
The most ominous one was from 
George Lynch to the Echo, dated No- 
vember 36, which stated that the 
Boers had captured 350 head of cattle 
belonging to the garrison and that 
shells were occasionally doing much 
mischief. The garrison was evident- 
ly casting anxious eyes southward. 
The Central News also has a report 
from a runner that the cannonading 
has been incessant at Ladysmith and 
that shells are constantly dropping 
inside the British lines with an in- 
creased number of casualties. The 
British guns are replying steadily, a 
reassuring sign that the ammunition 
is holding out.

London, Dec. 0.—A budget of news 


'iom Ladysmith, which arrived to- 
day, brings the history of the be- 
lengured garrison up to November 
29. In spite of the rumors of a re- 
trogado movement upon the part of 
the Boers, the stories just received 
show that the garrison, although 
still strong, was suffering from con- 
finement, restricted diet and the in- 
reasing volume of the Boer artillery 
ire, especially that 
of additional 


heavy-calibre guns placed in position 
5,000 yards from the western de 
fences. 


The dispatches relate that the Boers 


had discovered the most vulnerable 
points of the garrison and 
that 


shelling was becoming' disagreeably 
effective. 
The rations had been re- 


duced and there was a great deal ol 
sickness. 
Nevertheless, the troops 


of the garrison were in every way 
prepared to meet the assault, whicl: 


•± was anticipated the Boers -would 
carry out in a final effort to reduce 
the city.

smith that the Boers were preparing; 
!ov a retrograde movement after an 
other attack.

The Central News also hns a report 
from a runner that the cannonading 
las been Incessant at Latlysmitli and 
that shells are constantly dropping 
inside the British lines with nn in- 
creased number of casualties. The 
British guns are replying- steadily, a 
reassuring sign that the ammunltioi 
.s holding1 out.
